After eontaoting fourteen people in this category ve deoided that our time would 
he hotter spent in developing leads from the newsiwper help wanted columns. 
Qenerally, the former QDIBESC employees were found to be disaffected or 
auspicious and often far too knowledgeable of current true QDIBBX employment 
practices. We are somewhat wa;^ that this U.O. will feed back rapidly 
to local employees still with OCIBEX. We have cemtinued to comb QDACID files 
for PBPRIMB prospects and have been moderately suocessful in recruiting 
within this category. Buesseldorf district is now providing current lists of 
these persons as thqr register with the local installation and we may, there- 
fore, expect a continuing source of leads frem that area. Our interest in 
the Suesseldorf area remains hi^ as we would like to expand our asseta in 
thla ares well atway from the official PKHIKE communities. In line with 
this policy CAWHIP has been given the job «tf choosing, contacting, asaeasing 
and recruiting a number of CABATdf agente in the Duesaeldorf area. He has 
already taken over CABAT<3I-77 in Krefeld fr<M^ 1**“^ within the 
next few m<mths ia expeeted to be running aevra er ei^t fully recruited 
CAiATCirs. The prompt answering of Oerman nMspsper work wanted advertisements 
followed by e prompt interview remains our most sueeessful mssns of recruit- 
ing CAUTCflf agents and since this fact is now olaar wa intend to eoneantrsts 
our effort In this ohannel, althou^ other possible eourcee of leads will be 
expleitod as opportunities present themselTas,
